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nor) Senate and House of Representatives, in manner and 
form following : 


Szcrion 2. The legislative, executive, and judiciary 
departmenis shall be separate and distinct, so that neither 
exercise the powers properly belonging to the other. 


Section 3. The. supreme legislative power of this 
state shall hereafter be exercised by a Senate and the 
House of Representatives ; which shall be styled, ‘ The 
Géneral Asséinbly of the State of Vermont.” Each shall 
have and exercise the like powers in all acts of legisla- 
tión; and no bill, resolution, or other thing, which shall 
liavé been passed by the one, shall have the effect of, ov 
ud decláred to be a law, without the concurrence of the 
other. 


Provided, That all revenue bills shall originate in the 
House of Representatives,—but the Senate may pvopóse 
or concur with amendments, as on other bills.
